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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 1-15, 17, 18, 20 and 21 are pending in the instant application. Claims 16, 
19 and 22-23 were cancelled and claims 4, 5, 13 and 17 were previously indicated 
allowable. Therefore, claims 1-15, 17, 18, 20 and 21 are presented for examination. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see the amendments and response, filed 20 December 
2006, with respect to the 101 rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The 101 rejection of 28 September 2006 is moot and has been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments see the amendments, filed 20 December 2006, with 
respect to the arguments of record with the cancelled claims and the cited amendment 
of record to the claim limitations have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
102-(b) rejection of 28 September 2006 is now moot and has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-15, 17, 18, 20 and 21 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The reasons for allowance were previously given in the office action of record on 
28 September 2006. Wherein, the method and apparatus for the memory storage 
device interfaces with the circuit board through a universal serial bus (USB) and the 
storage device is connected with the computation probe controller and wherein a global 
positioning satellite (GPS) system connection provides geographic information wherein 
at least one ultraviolet light sensor determines the sunlight intensity reading selectable 
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from the selection of sensor configurations contained in the housing unit with the 
memory storage device combined with and included in the selection of the additional 
moisture sensor and the other sensors in the same assembly that determines the 
sunlight intensity reading and for detecting a plurality of environmental conditions is not 
found in the cited art of record. 

It is these limitations expressed in each of these claims and not found, taught, or 
suggested in the prior art of record, that makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
